A porious fire ogcurred at No. 168, Hollyswoot

Chinese wera roasted alive,’ The fire broke 
out on the ground floor of the shop, and 
although the brigade were ‘promptly. notified 
and wera quickly on the spot, by the time they 
arrived the fire hod a strong hold and was 
burning fiercely. Their offorts to stay its pro- 
| gress ‘were not successful until it had caught on 
to 2 House, No, 39, Square Street, at the baok, 
of Hollywood Road. This house, together with 
the one in which the fire originally occurreil, 
was gutted. Nothing but the bare wally wos 
standing when our reporter visited the scene

THE TRADE OF JAPAN,

In an article on the foreign trade of tho 
Empire for the present year, the Clingai Shogyo, 
the leading commercial paper of Tokyo, nays 
that nooordig to investigations made by the 
Finance Department, the total value of Japan's 
export trade this yaar up to the 25th instant 
amounts to _Y313,000,000 in’ round fignres, and 
that of the import trade to ¥362,000, 00. A fo 
days yet remained before the year end, but tlie 
value of business done in that time would be 
only trifling, so that the figures givon may be 
takon as representing the year's trade, Com- 
pared with the preceding two years, the result 
of Jupan’s foreign trade for 1904 shows a good. 
improyerioul, us will be seen from the following 
table :-— :

The figures for 1903-4 in the ubove tablos 
represent values up to December 26th for Yoko- 
hama abd eight other ports. 

The bulk of the foreign trade this’ year, 
continues the ‘tokyo journal, amounts to 
676,000 000 yon in round figures, showing an 
inorease of some 60,000,000 yon over the yalue 
for last year—exports representing an inorease 
of 29,000,000'yen and imports 50,000,000 yen, The 
value of the foreign trade of the Empiro in 1903 
was the largest since the opening of the country 
to foreign commerce, and the result this year 
shows an increase over last year, which must be 
regarded as very satisfactory in view of the war. 
The faet that the-export of bullion exceeded 
100,000,000 yen is chiefly due to the large 
quantities of war munitions purchased from 
abroad. . 

In 6 series of articles.on the economical 
situation und the war, tho same journal suys :— 

“Phare is little d ubt that the industry and 
thrift observed by the nation, which has lar-oly 
assisted the prosperity of the foreign export 
trade, and the negative policy pursued by 
bankers and other business mea. which has 
volioved tho moncy-market, ars the principal 
causes which miintain tho healthy astute 
of economic circles, but thera is another 
cause which must not he overlooked. That 
ig the blessing of Providénce—the great 
success of the various harvests and the increase 
in the domand for-Japanese goods abroad. The 
groat success of the export trade this year 
could not have been without the increased 
demand for Japanese goods abroad, and this: is 
accounted for by thé victories of our arms in 
Manchuria. ' Japanese goody have been received 
with enthusiasm in England and America, The 
Japanose building at the St. Louis Exhibition 
was very largely patronised, :
